Wafer and Stroebe's Island 


It was particularly significant that 


proposals 
for a Lake 
Michigan water 


supply system were aired last week at a 
meeting attended by representatives of 
seven municipalities in the Fox River 
Valley. And that the next day the mayors 
of Appleton. Neenah and Menasha plus 
other officials of those three cities and 
the towns of Neenah and Menasha joined 
in calling for action to purchase Stroebe's 
Island for a public park. 


Both of these proposals are of long- 


range consequence to this entire area. And 
the fact that officials of the communities 
involved are getting together to pursue 
these studies on a cooperative basis is one 
of the most encouraging happenings in 
these parts in many years. There is more 
and more evidence accumulating that re- 
gional planning in the Fox Cities area is 
beginning to have some very concrete 
results. And not the least of these is the 
mere fact that we are learning how to 
work together effectively as one large 
community. 


The advice of the Chicago consultant, 


L. R. Bowsen. that cities in this area should 
start thinking of Lake Michigan as their 
best source of water may strike some pen- 
pie as a Utopian dream. Why go that far 
when so much water is immediately avail- 
able right, here, is a logical question. 


Our neighboring city of Green Bay 


went through this debate for an extended 
period of time several years ago. Howsen 
made the same proposal for solving that 
city's water problem, which had reached a 
critical state because Green Bay was de- 


pending then entirely on wells, and the 
water level in the wells was receding each 
year. 


The Green Bay battle went all the way 


to the supreme court before it was settled, 
but it would be hard to find a soul in that 
city today who wouldn't agree that it was 
the wisest of moves. Green Bay now has 
all the fine water it will need for years to 
come, and this has been a vital factor in 
the expansion of a number of industries 
there. 


The water problem in this area needs 


immediate and searching study. And the 
more communities that can be brought 
into the plan the more economical it will 
be. We were especially pleased that Osh- 
kosh and Fond du Lac were invited to the 
meeting last week, and that both cities 
attended. 


The potential of Stroebe's Island as a 


recreational facility for communities in 
this area can be instantly recognized. And 
this is a project which cannot be dallied 
with, since the property may not be long 
available. 


The idea of the communities involved 


getting together on such a project is some- 
what unique. Normally first reaction is 
to get the state or federal government to 
do it. But we must realize that this facility 
would serve primarily those of us living 
right in its vicinity. It should be a regional 
project. And accomplishing it would be 
concrete evidence that such projects can 
be done through cooperative effort of 
multiple government units with a common 
interest. 


Transporting Parochial Pupils 


The anger at the Department of Public 


Instruction by people at Chilton because 
the school district was ordered to halt the 
transportation 
of students to parochial 


schools on the district-owned school buses 
is misplaced. After various attorney gen- 
erals' rulings and the decision of the Wis- 
consin Supreme Court last summer that a 
law-permitting such transportation was un- 
constitutional, the Department of Public 
Instruction would be remiss in its duties 
if it did not threaten to withhold 
state 


transportation aids. 


An attorney general's ruling in 1949 


held that the transportation of parochial 
pupils in publicly-owned school buses was 
Illegal whether or not they paid their way. 
It was held that pupils could be transport- 
ed to parochial schools in privately-owned 
buses even though public school pupils al- 
so were transported, as long as there was 
no subsidy involved to the church schools. 
This is in keeping with the Wisconsin Con- 
stitution which states that no one shall 
"be compelled to attend, erect or support 
any place of worship . . . nor shall any 
money be drawn from the treasury for the 
benefit of religious societies." 


Last summer, in a test case, the Wiscon- 


sin Supreme Court determined 
that the 


transportation of parochial school pupils at 
public expense, even if to the nearest pub- 
lic school, violated the Wisconsin Consti- 
tution. The school authorities at Hilbert 
and Chilton were certainly aware of these 
decisions and knew that they were operat- 
ing in violation of the intent of the trans- 
portation laws as interpreted by the Su- 
preme Court. They have no grounds for 
complaint. 


Broadcasts and Sponso 


The controversy over the appearance 


of Alger Hiss on a television program has 
resulted in one advertiser attempting to 
cancel his contract with the network in- 
volved and other complaints from sponsors 
of other shows. And the problem of spon- 
sorship, the public reaction and the quality 
of TV programs in general has been spot- 
lighted once again. 


A corporation advertises in various 


media available to it for one purpose—to 
sell its products either through direct 
descriptions of the products or through 
planting the brand name in the mind of 
the public. Understandably a corporation 
which feels it is not getting its money's 
worth—or can get more elsewhere—has 
the right and perhaps the responsibility to 
change its means of advertising. 


But TV plays a rather unusual role in 


all this. Occasionally newspaper and maga- 
zine subscribers will cancel because of the 
editorial viewpoint of the publication or a 
highlighted story, but the number "is small 
and has seldom had any bearing upon 
advertising sales. No one threatens to stop 
buying a product because its ad appears 
on the same page as a certain article. It is 
seldom that the advertiser as such is even 
associated with the publication by the 
reader. 


In radio and television, however, the 


sponsor becomes associated with the pro- 
gram, and the public, at least the angered

per has held that transportation of chil- 
dren, at least to elementary school, should

should have? If bus transportation is per- 
mitted, would textbooks be next? 
And 


can such state aid be rational without re- 
quiring state standards which would seem 
to be a breach of the first amendment of 
the United States Constitution? 


The problem in various communities in 


this part of Wisconsin has been intensified 
by the ratio of parochial to public school 
pupils. Chilton, Little Chute and De Pere, 
for instance, have more elementary pupils 
in parochial than in public schools.

A New Era Born in University of Chicago's Squash Court

CHICAGO (AP) -

chemistry student, had guessed 
the squash court's secret. 


The world was not to know for 


three years more, not until Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki. For there, 
in the slate-walled court, man 
for the first time proved 
he 


could tamper 
with 
the very 


heart of his universe, the atom. 


Many Origins 


The atom bomb was not born 


theie. It has m a n y origins. 
What happened 20 years ago, 
on Dec. 2, 1942, back in another 
age, was that a group of men 
including a carpenter, a Nobel 
Prize winner and a 
Missouri 


farm boy achieved the world's 
first nuclear c h a i n i eaction. 


The reaction produced only as 


much power=as a lit match, ran 
for a few brief minutes. Yet 
that reaction has really never 
stopped. It rides in the belly of 
a SAC bomber. It's poised on a 
pad somewhere behind the Urals. 
It's there, unseen, in the halls of 
the U. N. 


And it's also in a power plant 


near Pittsburgh, glowing behind 
its lead shield in a cancer hos- 
pital, driving a merchantman 
over the Atlantic. 


That reaction has spawned a 


fear that shudders a world as 
well as a hope of abundance and 
achievement. What its final leg- 
acy to humanity will be, no one 
can say. It was not the dominant 
question on Dec. 2, 1942. 


The road to Dec. 2, 1942, was 


as bizarre as any science has 
travelled. It went by way of a 
goldfish pond in Rome and a 
snow covered path in Sweden. 
Adolf Hitler helped and so did 
the Columbia 
College football 


team, an' absent minded profes- 
sor, a group of Chicago h i g h 
school students and an Italian 
physicist named Enrico Fermi. 


Atom Explorers 


Fermi was one of a number of 


scientists back in the 1930s who 
were exploring the atom. He 
had been experimenting with the 
bombardment 
of all the ele- 


ments, 
s t a r t i n g with the 


lightest, with r a d o n , a gas 
derived from radium, and ber- 
llium. The radon shot neutrons 


Into the heart of the atoms of 
whatever was being tested. 


Methodically F e r m i 
went 


through the elements up to the 
last and heaviest of all, uranium. 


With 
uranium 
he found odd 


things happening. So hud a 
Frenchman, 
Henri 
Becquerel, 


He had been experimenting with 
fluorescence back in 1896, ex- 
posing materials to the ^un and 
then seeing how the ravs they 
emitted r e a c t e d on a photo- 
graphic plate. One cloudy day he 
happened to have left some ur- 
anium salts on top of a photo- 
graphic plate in a drawer wait- 
ing until the 
sun came 
out 


again, and he could resume his 
experiments. Knowing that uran- 
ium sometimes glowed in the 
dark, he developed the plate out 
of curiosity. He found a striking 
reaction on the plate. Radioac- 
tivity had been discovered. 


Fermi found when he bom- 


barded uranium with neutrons, 
theie was evidence it produced 
an even heavier element. There 
was moie but Feirru and his 
group didn't see it 


A strip of aluminum foil three 


thousandths of an 
inch thick 


placed in their experiment to 
curb excessive radiation prevent- 
ed them from seeing on their re- 
cording 
instrument 
the 
vast 


amounts of energy given off dur- 
ing uranium bombardment. 


Swiss Jest 


Two years later, in 193S, a 


team of Swiss physicists making 
similar experiments foigot to in- 
sert the foil and saw that im- 
mense energy release was being 
recorded. They thought the ma- 
chine was out of whack and 
thenceforth always remembeied 
to insert the foil. 


Unknowing they and Fermi al- 


most certainly split the uranium 
atom with a consequent tremen- 
dous burst of energy, just as 
Albert Einstein had predicted 
years before. But science had 
said it was impossible to split 
the atom. Man could never ac- 
cumulate sufficient energy to do 
it. 


In France Irene Joliot-Curie, 


daughter of the famous Marie 
Curie, 
was 
also 
bombardnig 


uranium, believed this had pro- 
duced new elements unknown to 
man and was puzzled at the 
apparent presence of another 
element, lanthanum, in the re- 
action. Lanthanum was about 
half the weight of uranium. 


In Berlin, in late 1938, Otto 


Hahn and Fritz Strassmann had 
found the same phenomenum, 
elements of about half the weight 
of uranium produced by bom- 
barding uranium Could the atom 
have been split? 


Li.se Meitncr, a colleague of 


Hahn's who had fled Germany 
because of the Jewish persecu- 
tion, decided it had when told 
by Hahn of his experiments. She 
argued her v i e w s with her 
nephew, Otto Fusch, as 
they 


walked along the snowy country- 
side near 
Gottehorg, Sweden, 


several weeks later. 


Convinced, Fntsch went to 


Copenhagen to tell the Danish 
physicist. Niels Bohr. Rohr clap- 
ped himself on the 
forehead: 


Man's Atom Splitting 
Has Paid Dividends

NEW YORK (AP)—Many of the greatest boons of the atomic 


age have come through its tattle-tale atoms. 


The->e are the radioactive atoms, or isotopes, created in great 


abundance and variety in atomic piles. They have literally 
produced revolutionary changes in medicine, agncultuie and 
industry. 


Because of their radioactivity, they can be hated wheiever 


they go. What happens to a drug taken into the body'1 How does 
it work, where does it go'' Is all of it, or just part of it active' 


"Tag" the drug with radioactive atoms, substituting for some 


of the ordinary atoms, and you tan find out. 


Radioactive isotopes have been used for such tasks in hun- 


dreds of instances, vastly expanding knowledge of life processes, 
metabolism, and the means to fashioning more effective drugs. 


Other isotopes are widely used in diagnosing or in treating 


diseases. Iodine, for example, concentrates in the thvroid gland, 
and radioactive iodine is used to beam radiation at cancerous 
tissue in the thyroid. 


Half a million Americans a year receive radioactive atoms for 


diagnosis and treatment of diseases, atomic specialists estimate. 


In agriculture, radioactive atoms have helped produce more 


effective fertilizers, weed-killers, plant growth stimulants, and 
pesticides. 


In industry, the tattle-tale atoms are detecting leaks in pipe 


lines, measuring the wear from friction of engine parts, and 
forming the heart of precision instruments to control industrial 
processes. In one year recently, 595 American companies esti- 
mated their savings from varied uses of radio-isotopes, and it 
added up to 840 million. 


Until the atomic chain reaction was achieved scientists doc- 


tors and engineers had only limited supplies of ladioactive iso- 
topes — made by bombarding-ordmary materials in cyclotrons or 
atom-smashers. 


Now they are a big and vital business Some highly useful 


atoms are produced in the chain i eaction itself, others by expos- 
ing chemical elements to the bombaidmenl of neutrons to 
change them into radioactive forms. 


The mam supplier of radio-isotopes is the Oak Ridge National 


Laboratory in Tennessee. Since 1946, it has shipped more than 
160,000 packages of 100 types of isotopes to research tenters, hos- 
pitals, industries and jobbers and suppheis in the United States 
and abroad.

Feared Nazis 


On March IB, 19'!9 Fermi went 


to Washington and told the Navy 
department the p r o m i s e the 
news of nuclear fission had for, 
say, s u b m a r i n e piopulsion 


There aie two varieties, or i«o- 


topes, in uranium one that has 
238 particles il'238i which tends 
to absorb bombarding neutrons 
thus killing the reaction and one 
that has 235 particles 'U235' that 
is highly fissionable. 
Unfoitu- 


nately there is only one part 
U235 for each 140 ot L'238 If the 
neuti ons could be slowed enough 
by the graphite they would chip 
other neutrons off the fission- 
able U235 to keep the reaction 
going and at the same time their 
slowed speed would mean they 
would tend to avoid absorption 
by the U238. But the pile of 
giaphite and uranium had to be 
big enough to keep the neutrons 
fiom shooting off into the sur- 
rounding air before they struck 


more U235 nucleii The question, 
then, was how big to make the 
pile? How much uranium would 
be needed? And was theie a 
chance the whole thing would 
"run away" and explode' 


Fermi began piling giaphite to

Two years later Bias Koca had 


become one of the highest rank- 
ing functionaries in the one par- 
ty government which today is a 
missile - armed acencv of Mos- 
cow-dnected Communism 


How did it happen? What were 


the key 
incidents in this be- 


traval. as President K e n n e d y 
termed it. of the Cuban people 
and their revolution? What were 
the mile posts along the path 
of duplicity which led to a Soviet 
toehold in {he Western Hemis- 
phere? There were danger sig- 
nals, easy to recognize in retro- 
spect, whicli weren't 
heeded. 


Why? 


Part of the answer must be 


that they were obscured by,the 
aura surrounding Castro him- 
self. 


He was personally popular ev- 


er since his graduation from law 
school when he used to defend 
peasants and various 'political 
figures in Cuban courts and re- 
fuse to accept a fee His mag- 
netism readied 
full bloom on 


July 26. 1953, when he led a col- 
umn of 13 automobiles to San- 


tiago's Moncada army barracks 
in the raid which gave his revo- 
lutionary movement its name. 


The raid was a dismal failure, 


but Castro's name became a 
rally cry — "Fidel Si! Batista 
No!" 


Caught Fire 


Three years later, during the 


first weeks of his ultimately suc- 
cessful revolution, each govern- 
ment announcement that Castro 
bad been killed — and there 
were about four such re polls — 
served only to renew the zeal 
of his rag tag followers. 
His 


bold raids and slapdash tactics 
Criught the imagination of the 
jounc people, and the old pea- 
sants, loo. l^lcncd m awe as 
Fidel sat on an oil drum in his 
SiPira Marstra hideout and told 
Idles of Cuba's future glories. 


At the height of his rebellion 


— if there was a high point in 
the dragged-out. two-year revo- 
lution — e\acting "taxes" from 
poor landowners to finance his 
guerrilla hand was no problem; 
most gave anxious!}. So did his 
admirers across the water. Do- 
nations from the United States 
and elsewhere 
amounted 
t o 


about S25.000 a month. 


Shortly after his New Year's 


Day victor} in 1959 Castro ex- 
plained his unwillingness to call 
a 
national 
election 
on t h e 


grounds he would win without a 
truly democratic 
contest, and 


nearly everyone nodded. 


Even when things began to go 


bad for Fidel in the spring of 
1960 — unemployment high, po- 
lice terror on the streets, pover- 
ty in the countryside — Castro 
could rely on persona! esteem 
to see him through. 


"Fidel doesn't know." said a 


man who had fought by his side. 
"It can't be he knows what is 
going on in Cuba. When Fidel 
knows, he will change things." 


And so when the free world 


began to study the handwriting 
on the blood-stained firing wall 
and to wonder whether Commu- 
nism had infected Cuba. Fidel 
Castro was his own best wit- 
ness. 


"We are against Communism 


and all 
dictatorships 
of a l l 


kinds," he told an audience in 
Washington's National P r e s s 
Club on April 20, 1959. "What- 
ever the nature of the dictator 
— class dictator, military dic- 
tator or dictator of the oligar- 
chy — we are opposed to it." 


Ever popular, ever esteemed 


Fidel Castro had said it, and 
it was hard not to believe. 


Castro visited Canada. Argen- 


tina. Brazil. Uruguay and Trin- 
idad on that same tour Earh 
place they asked the question 
Is Cuba Communistic? Some put 
it the other wav, as a state- 
ment' Cuba is Communistic 


"It is a calumnv that the Cu- 


ban government is Communist 
infiltrated." Castro 
thundered 


when he returned home May 8. 
"All such lepoits are an infa- 
mous attack on our revolution " 


Defections Start 


Scarcely a month had passed, 


however, before Castro exper- 
ienced his first dramatic defec- 
tion — and his first major crisis. 


Maj Pedro Luis 
Diaz Lanz 


chief of Castro's air force, fled 
to the United States on June 30 
His reason, he said, was that 
Castro had brought his country 
not freedom but a Communist 
dictatorship. He said anyone who 
had heard Castro's private ut- 
terances would have no doubt he 
was a Communist. Once, said 
Diaz, Castro tcld him "He was 
going to put in a system in Cuba 
like Russia has — even better 
than Russia 
has." 


Castro denounced Diaz as "the 


Benedict Arnold of Cuba" ?nd 
President Manuel Urrutia call- 
ed him a traitor, maintaining 


that Castro's government "has 
nothing to do with Communists." 


Meanwhile Diaz, testifying he- 


fore the U. S. Senate Internal 
Security Committee, recited 
a 


litany of men in Castro's hier- 
archy he said he knew were 
Communists — Raul Castro. Fi- 
del's brother and commander in 
chief of the armed forces. Min- 
ister of Defense Augusto Marti- 
nez, Anting Secretary of State 
Armando Hart, and others. 


Diaz' defection was onlv one 


of Castro's worries. Criticism of 
his land reform law and nation- 
alization measures rause.d him 
to make sweeping changes in 
hi? cabinet. When this failed, he 
fell back on an old 
reliable 


weapon to help him weather the 
crisis — his personal magnet- 
ism. 


On July 17. arms outstretched 


like a martyr. Caslio resigned. 


The dramatic move forced Ur- 


rutia to step down the following 
day, later to pin those calling 
Castro a Communist 
On Julv 


2fi. the Fourth of Julv for Fi- 
delista?. adulatinc Cubans 
a 


million strong demanded Fidel 
to return to their hosom. 


Accepts Mandate 


Castro "accepted their man- 


date." as he explained and once 
acam was premier — fumer in 
the saddle than ever before 


If the 
confusing 
govp;nment 


shakeup left the peasants puz- 
zled, it had the opposite effect 
on many in Castro's top echelon 
who for the first time began to 
see the situation clearly. 


Maj. Huber Matos. a hero of 


the revolution and chief of the 
military In Camaguey Province, 
resigned Oct. 19 because of Com- 
munist infiltration. He was tried 
as a traitor and sentenced to 
30 years. 


A few weeks later Joaquin 


Sanjenis Perdomo, director gen 
era! of Castro'i finance mir/- 


istry, fled to the U. S.. and Dr. 
Justo Carrillo, president of the 


Industrial Development B a n k 


fled to Spain and then came to 


the United States. Next was 


FrancisccvRudolfo Tamas, an of- 


ficial of the agrarian reform, 
•who went to Jamaica; then Lt. 
Comdr. F. C. Vidal Santiago, 
Cuban naval attache who asked 
political asvlum in Venezuela:

Peterson wrote: "There isn't much glamor con-j 
nected with their jobs . . . but those guys dressed inj 
white knickers and black and white shirts are mighty 
important. For they are the officials who will control 
the conduct of the game . . . They go unnoticed for the 
most part, except when they throw down a red penalty 
flag against your team at a critical moment. They be- 
come conspicuous only when they become involved in 
controversy. Yet because of the part they play and the 
decisions they are called upon to make, they are as vital 
to the game as the players and the coaches." 


No one who has attempted to discredit the officials 


in the UW-Minnesota game, or any other contest, has 
come up with a better idea for making on-the-spot de- 
cisions or for preventing an athletic contest from turning 
into a hopeless hode-podge. At least for the foreseeable 
future, the human element is here to stay. Officials must 
make judgment calls "right now" — not a day later after 
movies are studied. The Big Ten, needless to say, hires 
only well-trained and experienced 
officials. Even a 


usually-respected writer like Red Smith has tried to 
bring discredit to the officials. He devoted two columns 
— almost identical in content — to downgrading and 
ridiculing the officiating. In one case, at least, Smith 
wasn't even aware of the reason for a 15-yard penalty. 
He neglected to mention that Murray Warmath was 
penalized for grabbing an official. No official need allow 
a hand to be laid on him — and the rule book, of course, 
makes this explicit. This kind of unwarranted criticism 
doesn't help athletes — and other young people — 
maintain respect for authority. 


The ire in Gopher-land was so strong that this writer 


even received a couple of poison-pen letters from the 
St. Paul-Minneapolis area because of his report on the 
officials' interpretation of penalty calls. While they 
wished nothing but the worst for Wisconsin against 
VSC, one St. Paul resident took a mellower view: "We 
a t e back of Wisconsin Jan. 1 ...

Shiocton Has Deep Roots in Lore 
Of Wolf River Lumbering, Fish 


Poet, Lumberjacks, Legend 


Of Game Violators All Play 


Part in History of Village

SHIOCTON — This elderly community, built on the historic 


hinges of an old Indian settlement, probably should spell its name 
"Saiak" which its the true name of the earlier village here. 
"Saiak", which means "wild rice along the 
banks" refers to the one-time plentitude of the 
Indian staple which grew here along the East 
channel of the Wolf River which abutts Shiocton. 


In point of true fact, this self-same village 


did not rise, like the phoenix, out of ashes. It 
grew, instead, from a different root in a differ- 
ent place, and the elements of nature simply 
forced a casual transplant. 
The first white 


man's Shiocton was called Jordanville and it 
stood adjacent to a darn, now gone, and what is 
still called the old bridge on Highway 187. The old 
House 


dam was built to hold a head of water to lift logs out. There was 
then a stage coach stop there, a boarding house and a mill. 


A flood washed out the dam 


soon after 1855, and the local 


folks just lifted up and moved 
toward a trading post which 
was located at the present vil- 
lage. The trading post had been 
established on the present site 
of Andy's food market, and it 
was operated by one Louis Fis- 
cher. Fischer's last descendant 
in'the region hereabout was his 
daughter, Mrs. Belle Morse who 
died some five years ago at the 
ripe age of 80. 


Technically, however. Louis 


Fischer does not bear the hon- 
or of being Shiocton's first cit- 


izen even though he instigated 
the transplant. 


The first white man here was 


a New England Yankee named 
Jordan. 
Born in 1825, Jordan 


built a home near the site of the 
present locker plant—the first 
edifice. 
He had purchased 640 


acres hereabout from the federal 
government and his plans for 
the community were great ones. 


It came to pass Jordanville 'or 


what was 
sometimes 
called 


"Jordan's Landing") changed its 
name at Mr. Jordan's request, 
and it came to pass also that 


Shiocton became a very impor- 
tant lumbering community and 
a commercial stopping place for 
the early steamboats which plied 
up and down the river. 


fioaf Reminders 


Even today there is a remind- 


er of the steamship days which 
so effected the economy of the 
river towns. 
Just upstream at 


what 
local 
folks 
call "The 


Bayou" there is a sunken hulk of 
an 
old 
river ship. Its gaunt 


bones can be seen to this day 
when the river is low, and it 
stimulates much romantic dis- 
cussion. 


The sunken boat is The Lady 


Allender. Owned and operated 
by George Allender, it plied be- 
tween Oshkosh and Shiocton and 
New London 
on semi-weekly 


trips. 
It was purposely sunk 


in the bayou in 1877 to form a 
pocket to keep logs from drift- 
ing into the bayou instead of 
keeping on route in the main 
stream. 


Jordan 
died in 1900 and is 


buried in the Bovina Cemetery, 
but he lived through most of the 
really exciting 
days of early 


Shiocton 
which, 
surprisingly- 


enough, has been the home of 
five sawmills. But lumber was 
soon to cease its importance as 
a Shiocton area commodity. The 
last logging drive took 
place 


when the timber on the river is- 
land iHamlin Island' was log- 
ged off about 30 years ago. Still 
around are some of the men 
who labored 
on that historic 


last move. Among them is Roy 


Bates, now retired, who oper- 
ated the log jammer. 


Eben Rexford 


Though the memory of Jordan 


is esteemed in Shiocton, it is 
more likely that its most famed 
citizen was the late Eben Rex- 
ford, the much-loved author of 
"Silver Threads 
Among 
the. 


Gold." Rexford, a tireless writ- 
er of saccharine poetry which 
was calculated 
to draw 
sad 


tears with every stanza, was 
really in tune with the times. 
Such sentimentalities 
were as 


popular then as they seem un- 
popular now. 


His most famed piece, "Silver 


Threads" was written while he 
was a student at Lawrence Col- 
lege in Appleton. 
He sold the 


verse for $3 and it was put to 
music, enriching its purchasers 
by an estimated $155,000. 


But Rexford was not only a 


poet; he was a gentle philoso- 
pher and a superb horticultural- 
ist, and he wrote hooks on both 
subjects. 


The old home still stands, and 


it is pretty enough to draw ex- 
clamations from the passerby. 
Built in 1890 on the banks of 


the Wolf here, the house was 
moved to make room / for the 
highway. It still stands though, 
and is now the property of a 
sensitive fellow, 
Learned Mc- 


Cready, who is in the process of 
remodeling but he is painstak- 
ingly trying to keep the original 
lines of the historic house. 


Axe Handles 


Local folks, particularly those 


who love Shiocton and know it, 
are proud, too, of an enterprise 
of yore—Pooler's-axe handle fac- 
tory which ended its life about 
30 years ago. 


Pooler, a workman of infinite 


patience 
and pride, 
collected 


white ash, and hand-split bis 
logs with a broad axe, and es- 
chewed 
commercial 
sanding 


belts for his own private meth- 
od—with plain sand. 
His two 


room factory was on the site of 
Beyer's Restaurant. 
There is some pride, locally, on 
the fact that besides being once 
a bustling lumbering town, Shi- 
octon also manufactured steam- 
ships as early as 1856. 


Though the press of years has 


not been extremely kind to Shi- 
octon, there is a concerted effort 


lo improve its somewhat tired 
looking, main street and also to 
improve elsewhere. Presently, 
its citizens are pointing with 
both pride and amazement that 
the community of only 685 is bus- 
ily paying off the sum of a whop? 
ping million dollars for additions 
to its school and for a new water 
system which is now being builr 
at a cost of something near 
$500,000. Some of the older, de- 
crepit-looking homes are being 
condemned 
and Shiocton 
is 


clearly 
making an effort 
to 


progress. 
, 
* 


Its only industry fe a kraut fac- 


tory. 


Many old buildings and homes 


still stand. The old opera house 
which was once the cultural cen- 
ter of the community serves now 
as a catch-all for the Schwandt 
Implement Co. It still stands, not 
so bravely and not so prettily, 
and its once elegant gallery is 
a storage place. 


One of the old homes, but still 


attractive, is that of the Waiter 
Sawyer family. Sawyer, a long- 
time mortician of the commu- 
nity, is an interested and a 
knowledgeable historian, and his 
interest is aided and abetted by 
Mrs. 
Roy Wilkinson who re- 


searches her much loved com- 
munity as a hobby, recording 


all. 


Burial Grounds 


The old Indian burial ground 


near here (across the river from 
Hamlin Park now probably con- 
tains nothing but memory. It 
has been so many times explored 
by vandals and by archeologists 
that local people think that even 
the Menominee ghosts have de- 
parted. 


Visitors still like to see it, 


however, Just as they do the 
Rexford 
home. 
And another 


point of interest is the casual 
bird sanctuary established as a 
matter of affection on the prop- 
erty of Dr. and Mrs. G. M. La- 
Croix. Hundreds of birds are fed 
there daily. In an average win- 
ter-time, the LaCroix family 
provides some 100 bags of sun- 
flower seeds per week for the 
flitting birds which have made 
the place their home. Dr. La- 
Croix, much-loved in the com- 
munity, lives on a seven-acre 
site at the site of one of the his- 
toric old mills of Shiocton. 


Shiocton has borne for many 


years the onus of being a prime 
community of game-law viola- 
tors, but at this time the title- 
still worn — is neither polite 
nor deserved. Time was, how- 
ever, when the fish were there 
for the taking of hungry men, 
and when game laws came the 
people of Shiocton could not— 


—see sense in them. 
* 


"God put the fish in there for 


man to use. and it's a sin to say 
that we can't," That was the 
plaint of many folks of Shioc- 
ton. 


"It was so bad," said William 


Sawyer, "that I hated wardens 
even before I could spell the 
word. All of the kids did." 


And the insistence of Shiocton 


folks that God put meat in the 
water for the use of mankind 
did, 
indeed, spawn a genera- 


tion of violators. But it is unfair 
and not true this day for the 
present Shiocton to bear the 
onus of its activities of yester- 
day. 


"Tell the readers," said one 


citizen, "that Shiocton's old rep- 
utation isn't deserved any more 
—and for Pete's sake, to quit 
saying it is."

n Sept. 2S, Flying Tiger Flight 923 departed from Mc- 


Gwire Air Force Base, N. J., for Frankfurt, West Ger- 


many. It carried 68 passengers, mostly servicemen and their 
families, and a crew of 8. After a refueling stop at Gan- 
der, Newfoundland, the transatlantic journey resumed at 
5:05 p.m. About four hours later, still 500 miles from the 
nearest land, pilot John D. Murray sensed something 
wrong. He glanced at the maze of instruments before him. 
This is his own account: 


"On the control lamp, I saw fire indicated on the inside 


port engine. I switched off that motor and asked my navi- 
gator (Samuel T Nicholson of Wilkes-Barre, Pa.) to reck- 
on our position as we descended to 9,uOO feet. Minutes 
later, the propeller of my outside starboard engine began 
to turn too quickly. I switched it off. We radioed to ask 
about surface conditions: winds, the height of waves. 


"On the intercom, I told passengers to put on their life 


jackets. I instructed the stewardesses to tell passengers 
about emergency procedures—untying shoes, taking off 
glasses, and things like that.

What are the last moments 


aboard a crippled Flying 


Tiger plane about to crash 


into the ocean? What is 


it like to clutch for life 


in turbulent seas while 


others around you die? 


EDITORS' NOTE: This story of the recent Flying Tiger 
crash in the North Atlantic-resulted from the collabora- 
tion of a two-man FAMILI WEEKLY team. European 
correspondent Jules Farber met the survivors as they 
landed in Antwerp, Belgium, and got their firsthand ac- 
counts of the disaster. In New York, staff editor Jack 
Ryan used Farber's interviews to re-create this absorb- 
ing story of near-miraculous survival. 


"After a half hour, we had slipped to 7,000 feet, and now 


the control lamp showed fire on the inside right engine, but 
I lowered our motor capacity and the lamp went out. 


"After a while, the lamp flicked on again—the inside 


right engine again. This time it didn't go out. We were at 
3,000 feet, and there was no question what to do. I told the 
passengers: "Ladies and gentlemen, we are going to make 
a landing on the sea." 
• The passengers looked out on the Atlantic rushing be- 
neath them. Starlight reflected on waves with troughs 10 
feet deep, and gale winds lashed a misty spray off churning 
whitecaps. Radio signals had brought other planes into the 
distress area, and rescue ships were speeding to the scene. 
But they were hours away from an area already recognized 
as a graveyard for stricken vessels much larger than this 
four~engined craft. The cabin was plunged into darkness, 
and the passengets were alone with their thoughts: 


"I had often wondered what it was like in a plane just 


before it crashed," said Mrs. Lois Blander, wife of an Army 
major. "The moments seemed like an eternity. My husband 
Dick chatted softly about our life together. I could feel the 
plane going down, and I leaned toward Dick and said: 
'Sweetie, it was a wonderful life, and I am so glad I have 
known you.'" 


Pvt. Willie Davis sat farther to the rear. "There was this 


friend of mine beside me. He was praying and kind of cry- 
ing. I tried to keep him from crying. As we came down, I 
was telling him, 'We will make it. We will make it.'" 
• In the cockpit, Capt. Murray was attempting what ex- 
perts felt impossible—ditching an airplane in the fury of 
the North Atlantic. The next few moments could be criti- 
cal, and much would depend on hoiv his crew responded to 
emergency demands after the crash. 


"I put on the landing lights and looked for the top of a 


wave," Murray said. "Two very high ones were under us, 
and I let them go by because the wave behind seemed bet- 
ter. I shouted something like 'I am ditching' over the inter- 
com and came down against the slope of the oncoming

roller. Our port outside engine touched water first. I was 
slammed against the instrument panel, hitting my head." 


Stewardess Carol Gould of Lyndhurst, N. J., had calmed 


the passengers, then strapped herself in a seat in the left 
front section of the cabin. "My instructions were to lead 
the passengers to a raft on the left wing after the landing. 
(Like most of the survivors, Miss Gould has virtually no 
recollection of the impact itself.) After the plane hit water, 
I went to loosen the raft—but the left wing wasn't there. 
It had been sheared off. That made me nervous. Before that, 
I had felt nothing at all, at least not consciously. A soldier 
opened a window and told me: 'Get out!' I sort of fell into 
the water and saw a raft, and I started to it." 


Navigator Nicholson was busy, too. "My job was to 


launch the raft (after the crash), but when I opened the 
rear door a 10-foot wave knocked me over. I managed to 
throw the raft outside, but then the rope snapped, and the 
raft floated out of reach. I dove in after it, and two soldiers 
joined me. After about 20 yards, we caught it. The three 


of us climbed on it and started shouting—'Over here!' The 
sea was rough, and we could see people floundering." 


Lieut. Col. George H. Dent of Fredericksburg, Va., said: 


"My wife Elizabeth and I just sat waiting for the moment. 
What else could we do? I'm not clear what happened at im- 
pact; my mind refused to think. But I ended up sore and 
bruised. My wife and I got out together and paddled around. 
It was cold, and the seas were heavy, but we made the raft. 
Hands reached out and dragged us up into it." 


Willie Smith found himself "on a roller coaster" of black, 


chilling waves. "I grabbed onto a wing that was floating 
and looked around for my friend—the one I had kept tell- 
ing, 'We're going to make it.' But he was gone; he hadn't 
made it. The plane started to sink under me, real slow, 
making noises as it went down. I saw some fellows using 
the buddy system to stay afloat. I went over to them, and 
seven of us floated around in a circle with our arms linked. 
We saw the raft pretty soon and started for it. But only 
four of us could swim, and we lost the others in the waves.

Even one of us who could swim went down under a big 
swell. I kept going, but I thought I would die, too. I asked 
God: please, give me strength to make the raft." 


Capt. Robert C. Eldred of Cape Cod, Mass., recalled the 


moment of impact this way: "There was a tremendous 
crash, and most of the seats in the tail section—I was there 
with my wife—ripped loose and we were catapulted 15 
or 20 feet forward. I couldn't find my wife. Then they 
opened the doors, and it seemed like they had opened the 
doors of hell. Debris started to float in the rising water. 
Still I couldn't find my wife; I never did." 


Mrs. Elander and her husband had said their farewells 


and sat through "an eerie and deadly silence" before the 
crash. She recalls: "My first thought as we hit the water 
was: would I ever get out? In the confusion I lost track of 
Dick, but I got out somehow, as in a dream. I went out a 
window, feet first. As I dropped into the water, I knew I 
was helpless. My back was killing me, and my right arm 
trailed behind me, useless. (Mrs. Elander suffered a frac- 
tured spine and dislocated right shoulder.) 


"All I could do was tread water, one-handed. Suddenly 


I felt strong arms around me. A soldier had grabbed me. 
He half-pushed me through the waves while I paddled with 
my left hand. He guided me to the raft. 


"I still hadn't seen Dick. I kept shouting—'Dick, Dick, 


where are you?' The raft was getting more and more 
crowded, and I had to lie flat because of the pain in my 
back. Waves kept breaking around the raft and filling the 
bottom with water. Aa more people came aboard, I was 
pressed down into the water. Then I saw Dick and I began 
to cry for the first time. He came over to me and held my 
face out of the water. I knew then I wouldn't die." 


Capt. Murray was the last man out of the plane. "I was 


slightly dazed by hitting my head on the instruments. My 
eyes were full of blood. For several minutes, I was busy in 
the cockpit, then I went into the cabin. It was quiet and 
dark. I was about to get out when I had an inspiration: get 
a flashlight out of the cockpit. That added up to something 
important later. 


"Water had risen to my waist, so I went to the emergency 


exit and pulled the discharge lever to free the life rafts. 
Then I was swept out to sea. I don't know how long I was 
in the water, 10 minutes maybe. Then I saw the raft bob 
up on a wave, and I yelled for help. I worked my way over 
and was pulled out." 
• By now 49 men and three women were packed into a raft 
with a capacity of 25. Overhead, they could hear the dron- 
ing of a plane's engines and knew their position had been 
pinpointed for rescue vessels. Somebody cried: "A ship! J 
see a ship!" But it was only the rising moon. The crew 
knew hours would pass before a ship could reach them. In 
the meantime, heaving seas, painful burns, and cramped 
positions could brew outright panic. Now the crew faced 
the test of keeping the tormented survivors calm. 


"Most of the passengers were very brave out there," 


Miss Gould said. "Some talked to each other and calmed the 
nervous ones down. I sat in the middle of the raft, and after 
a while our navigator led us in singing and praying. 


"There was a young soldier next to me. He was in ter- 


rible pain; I think his neck was broken. But he kept sing- 
ing all the time and that made more join in. Whenever there 
was a lag, Mr. Nicholson or somebody would call out, 'Come 
on, let's sing loud.' We sang 'Glory, Glory Hallelujah' and 
we recited 'The Lord's Prayer.' " 


"One of the great heroes during those hours/' said Capt. 


Murray, "was Joe Hoffer (an Army private from Birming- 
ham, Ala.). The waves were heavy and the raft half-sub- 
merged, so we were tossed about a lot. Hoffer would see a 
swell coming at us and warn: 'Here comes a big one. Get 
set!' For the injured, that was a wonderful help. When 
some people seemed excited, Hoffer would calm them. The 
raft was full of brave people because of him." 


Hoffer takes up the story, as the overcrowded raft 


pitched, half-swamped, in icy waters. "We thought the 
overcrowded raft was bad luck at first, but it didn't prove

that way because the heavy load helped us. Sometimes a 
trick swell would ride under us, and it would seem like we 
were tipping over, but the weight would hold us steady. We 
were soaked and bruised, but because we had to huddle 
together we eventually warmed one ai other. After about 
two hours, even the water in the raft got warm. 


"Then we saw a plane blinking signals above us, but it 


didn't seem possible they could see us. We were just a speck 
down there with the sea churning up whitecaps and black 
troughs. That's when we got out the flashlight. 


"Our captain (pilot Murray) flashed back signals, but 


he had a deep gash on his forehead and his eyes pained him 
terribly—salt water or blood, I guess. So I took over the 
flashlight and made sure the airplane knew where we were. 


"It was about four hours later when we saw the green 


running lights of a ship. It turned out to be the Swiss 
freighter Celerina. The ship turned on its searchlight and 
began scanning the waves for us, but it took a long time 
because of the darkness and the way our raft was being 
thrown around." 
• For some, the wait was too long. Now 28 persons were 
dead and missing from Flight 923. The survivors huddled 
together watching the Celerina's searchlight play almost 
teasingly over the turbulent sea. Suddenly it fixed upon 
them, and a moment later sh-e turned toward the raft. 


"You 
could hear cries and little laughs on the raft," 


Hoffer said. "But mostly you could feel people letting go 
after so long a time under tension. There was no panic; by 
this time I suppose we didn't have much emotion left." 


On the bridge of the Celerina, Capt. Domenico Lugli had 


spent an agonizing night scanning the rough seas and 
listening to radio reports from spotter planes. Recalling the 
rescue, he said: 


"My wife and daughter were aboard with me and had 


been seasick for three days. But when they saw the sur- 
vivors, they forgot about themselves and began giving out 
blankets and coffee. Finally we had everybody aboard and 


" cast off. One of the survivors told me: 'We are lucky, so 


lucky to be alive.'" 
• Flight 923 had ended in disaster, yet an amazing chapter 
in aviation had been written.

success didn't come earlier. Success is 
harder to handle than failure, especially 
for a young man. Success is lonely, but in 
failure you have a lot of company." 


Quinn went East in 1947 to appear on 


Broadway. When he returned to Hollywood 
in the early 1950s, he brought with him 


a reputation as a fine stage actor. This 
helped him get good roles in two films, "The 
Brave Bulls" and "Viva Zapata!" His per- 
formance in the latter won him his first 
Academy Award. Still anxious to explore 
new horizons, Quinn went to Italy and 
made "La Strada," the film that earned 
him his international reputation. His por- 
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trayal of the painter Paul Gauguin in 
"Lust for Life" won him his second Oscar. 


Quinn kept making films all over Eu- 


rope, becoming somewhat notorious for 
buying homes wherever he went. At one 
time he owned six. This period was cli- 
maxed with "Guns of Navarone," in which 
his portrayal of a Greek resistance lead- 
er helped turn the film into one of the 
top box-office draws of the year. 


Quinn denies vehemently that his years 


of movie making in Europe mean he has 
forsaken the U.S. After selling the houses 
he acquired in Europe, he bought a house 
in New York, which he now calls home. 
"I feel I have a great obligation to the 
United States," he says, "and I would like 
to do my best to repay it." Unlike many 
other stars, he has never moved his family 
to Europe; all his children have grown up 
and been educated here. 


When Quinn was offered the role of a 


desert chieftain in "Lawrence of Arabia," 
he accepted though it meant working for 
months in the Jordanian desert, where it 
was so hot that periodically he had to re- 
tire under an umbrella to keep his putty 
nose from melting. Interrupting his role 
in "Lawrence," Quinn shuttled to Rome 
and New York to make "Barrabas" and 
"Requiem for a Heavyweight." In the 
former, he plays the man who was freed 
in place of Christ; in the latter, he plays 
a punchy prize fighter.

OR ALL HIS preoccupation with his work, 
Quinn finds time to keep in touch with 


his children. He has raised them to show 
the same independence and self-confidence 
he developed in himself.

he acknowledges. "I'm almost hurt that 
they want to make it on their own." Tick- 
ing them off, he says: "Christina works in 
California as a secretary and refuses to 
take any money from me. Kathy is in 
Moral Rearmament, the international peace 
organization. She's a brilliant speaker. 
Valentina, the youngest, wants to be an 
actress, but she's only nine.

But my grandfather fought 
bulls for a while, so maybe it's in Duncan's 
blood.

creative activities, music, science and social studies offered as one of the primary 
services of University of Wisconsin Radio Station WHA and the alfiliated 
slate-owned radio broadcasting network.

St. Nick's day, Dec. 6, is the birthdate of St. 


Nicholas, Bishop of Myra in Asia Minor in the Fourth 
Century. St. Nick wore a white beard and bishop's 
robes, carried a crosier in his hand and wore a 
miter on his head. 


Bishop Nicholas had a great reputation among 


children. According to legend, he would leave gilts 
of food at the doors of poor youngsters in Myra dur- 
ing the winter.

But almost all 
the children in ihis Dutch-descended community ttill 
cany on the tradition of St. Nick's Day.

Really 
Gets Around

If we were conducting a poll on the most popular human in history, it would 


seem that a 14th century saint named Nicholas would win in a walk. This bene- 
volent man, through legend and tradition, has come to be the symbol of happy 
giving and festive celebration in this month — all over the world. 


The portrayal of Saint Nicholas on a French stamp of 1951 is a reproduction 


of a color print by Didier on display in their Museum of Pictorial Arts. Familiar 


to many, it shows the good saint in regal episcopal .attire standing before three 
children in a tub. 


And so goes the legend which inspired this scene: the youthful sons of three 


well-to-do families were returning to Athens'to resume schooling there: stopping 
at an inn in Myra overnight, they were, murdered/for some devious reason by 
the wicked innkeeper and hidden in a 'salting tub (like for preparing hams to 
smoke i. St. Nicholas learned of this and miraculously restored the three beys 
to life. This established him as the patron saint of scholars and children. 


Other legends make the patron saint of merchants and sailors: still another 


story makes him out the author of secret gift giving. A poor nobleman with 
three daughters had despaired of providing dowries for them. St. Nicholas,

learning of it. visited the home on Three successive nights each time tossing 
in a bag of gold through an open window. The bags of gold became the daugh- 
ters' dowries so they could be married. 


Caught in the act the final trip. St. Nicholas made the father swear secrecy 


oi his identity. Hence the tradition of mystery as to who was a giver. 


Just as widespread as the stories and traditions surrounding St. Nicholas 


is the matter of toys at Christmas lime. Our several stamps from India. Nether- 
lands. Argentina ia Mother's Day issue i and Japan (child playing Hane-Tsuki) 
shew the importance of toys to children everywhere. The stamp of Korea fea- 
turing a Korean Christmas Sock and the Star of Bethlehem is part of a 1961 
Christmas issue, a tradition that began in 1957. Finally, on the s^amp of Cuba 
(of all places), is the familiar face known to millions in the United States — 
Santa Clans, who is of course, a modern clay Si. Nicholas

HOLLY'WOOD—Living legends abound in various facets of Americana, but 


beyond doubt the most beautiful living legend is Loretta Young. The most- 
honored and most-awarded resident of Hollywood. One of the most talented. 
And one of the best-organized. 


Loretta is again being seen in the nation's living rooms with a regular weekly 


television series, after a year's absence. The new Loretta Young show, which 
cic-buted in September is now on Monday nights, on the CBS television network. 
The change in night is of great delight to the star. 


Because she gets to wear long gowns. "I couldn't on Sunday night, with the 


other show, because Emily Post says it isn't proper to wear a formal gown on 
Sunday. 


"I did fudge a bit with hostess gowns now and then in the eight years, but 


now, 
I've -gone all out," she smiles with evident pleasure. 


The dresses in which she 'swirls" into the living room, in what is called on 


the set the ''format" portion of the show, are designed by Jean Louis, noted 
couturier and one of Loretta's closest friends. 


As faithful viewers know by this time, the new Loretta Young show is com- 


pletely different from the anthology series which was on the air for eight years. 


Now she is a widow with seven children, ranging in ages from 18 to 6 and 


she's delighting in the variety of stories which the writers have presented. 


"One of our writers—Paul Crabtree, who also directs some of our shows— 


has seven children himself. So he writes from really practical experience. 


"I, of course, with two teenage sons, am exposed to plenty of their problems 


too and some pretty funny experiences." 


Loretta recalls with a laugh one new friend visiting the house for the first 


time, and obviously unaware of his host's mother's professional identity. 


"The kids know me as Mrs. Lewis," she explains. "In the living room on a 


h'gh bookshelf I have my Oscar and three Emmys. 


'This boy glanced up, saw them, and said to 'my son, 'Who's the athlete in 


the family?' " 


It is this type of anecdote Loretta loves, which she 


passes on to the series' writers for incorporation when 
possible into the scripts. 


Loretta makes no pretense at being a writer her- 


self. Nor a producer. Nor a director. Nor a camera- 
man. Nor anything but an actress and a woman. 


But she knows every facet of her craft. She wasn't 


a slar who just walked through the 88 movies she 
made and the 164 half-hour shows of the previous 
series, learning her lines and nothing more. 


The Loretta Young set is unique in Hollywood. 


Here, everything is well-organized, voices are kept 
low and there is little of the confused chaos which 
exists in most television productions. 


Remarking on this, Loretta says samiply: "I coul 


not wbrk any other way." 


She has long speeches in many of the scripts, 


viewers have doubtless noticed by now. She rehearses 
and rehearses. Often she misses a line. 


The script girl gives it to her, and she continues. 
Then, in that crystal, lilting voice, she asks, "May 


I have a glass of water?" drinks it rapidly and says, 
"Let's go." 


One crewman recalled in awe "She did nine pages 


of dialogue yesterday in one take. Never missed a 
word!!! I've never seen anyone like her in my life." 


She isn't all business, however. She'd far rather 


sit and chat with visitors. That's why the Absolutely 
No Visitors sign is really obeyed at the Samuel Gold- 
wyn Studios' Stage 2. Lorelta recognizes this failing. 


"I love people. I love to sit and talk with them. 


And I do it by the hour when I'm not working. But if 
visitors come on the set, it's just too distracting. 


"I should be studying lines or changing wardrobe 


or something. So li's for my own protection thai that 
sign is on the door." 


Loretta Young is absolutely fearless too. Most acl- 


ors dread the idea of working with a child, notorious 
scene,-stealers that they are. 


She welcomes it, which was why she didn't change 


the original short story on which the series was based, 
and eliminate some of the children. 


In fact, she's incorporated another clich'd catas- 


trophe on most shows. A dog. He doesn't work regu- 
larly, but he does trot through now and then. 


In addition to the household of children, there is 


another regular and important character in the Lor- 
elta Young show. He Ls James Philbrook playing Paul 
Belzer, her romantic interest whom presumably and 
ultimately she will marry. But not immediately. 


Philbrook too traces the start of his acting career 


to Lorelta's other series where lie appeared several 
times before starring m two series of his own.

For this Christmas shopping season, the big, hand- 


some and expensive gift books have taken on a new 
aspect.

In years past you could impress someone with 


a beautifully illustrated book costing $10 or $15. 
You still can. There is a whole flood of books on 
the arts, history, travel, science and hobbies in that 
price range. 


But if you really want to splurge, there are a 


good many items around $25 or $30 and even higher. 


If you get into the limited editions, the top this 


year seems to be $200. One such book is "Hommage 
a FEcole de Paris." published by Graphophile Asso- 
ciates. Another is "The Magnificence of Rome," pub- 
lished by Harcourt. Brace and World, in a size 23 
by 20 inches and hitting the scales at 10 pounds. 


Hefty Set 


On the basis of weight alone, one of the heftiest 


items is the four-volume, 36-pound "Great Drawings 
of All Time." containing more tharT" 1,100 illustra- 
tions and 150.000 words of text by 17 experts. Pub- 
lished by Shorewood Press, it is distributed by Tudor. 
11 sells for $]60 a set until the end of the year and 
then goes to $]75. 


The idea of having two prices is not new, but this 


year it is more prevalent than ever. Usually the dead- 
line is Christmas or New Year's. 


Books on many aspects of art, as usual, domi- 


nate the Christmas lists. A comprehensive survey 
would run for yards, but here is a sampling:

The most interesting part of this new collection of 


Thurber pieces is the section devoted to other writeis. 


He has a very perceptive article about Scott Fitz- 


gerald. There is a brief reminiscence of dramatist 
and actor Elliott Nugent. He writes in admiration 
about Robert Benchley. and has an appreciative re- 
spect for playwright George S. Kaufman. There is a 
warm, affectionate tone in his essays about two of his 
"New Yorker" colleagues, E. B. White and John A. 
McNulty. 


Three short stories are included in this book, one 


of them an oddly moving story called "Menaces in 


May." 
which was his first fiction piece for the "New 


Yorker" back in 1928. But the best of them is a brief 
narrative called "The Other Room." a classic in the 
storyteller's art that for sheer emotional impact, told 
with the gripping economy of a lightning flash, would 
be hard to match. 


Several of these items are the sort of thing in 


which Thurber took a particular pleasure in writing 
--conversational pieces in which two protagonists 
compete with each other in a game of dazzling wit.

Lamp-Post Leanings 
Hip Dysplasia 
Major Problem

A congenital and hereditary condition commonly 


called Hip Dysplasia has become a scourge to dog 
breeders in the past few years. This problem is of 
utmost interest to German Shepherd owners espe- 
cially. As a result of radiographic techniques (X-ray), 
this condition has also been diagnosed in St. Ber- 
nards, Golden Retrievers, Norwegian Elkhounds. Red 
Labradors, and a variation of the abnormality in Wire 
Hairs, Pekes, Pugs, Lakeland Terriers and some othei 
large breeds. 


A general definition of hip dysplasia may be de- 


scribed as a condition that involves the coxa-femoral 
articulations (hip joints) in which there is poor ap- 
position between the head of the femur and the 
acetabular fossa. This results in a gliding joint, luxa- 
tion (out of joint), and a possible looseness of the 
joint. Dysplasia exists in one or a combination of 
three abnormal conditions involving the head of the 
femur (ball) and the acetabular fossa i socket >. Tech- 
nically these are listed as Coxa vera. Coxa plana, and 
Coxa magnum. The latter is the most common. 


Coxa magnum is a condition existing where the 


acetabular fossa is shallow resulting in a weak, 
stretched and loose joint capsule. The normal deep 
cupping of the hip socket is lacking and the bone 
concavity resembles a shallow saucer. 


Causes of Problem 


Causes of this problem are listed as trauma, in- 


flammation and endocrine dysfunction, but abnormal 
development and heredity are greater concerns to the 
German Shepherd breeder. His dysplasia has a fami- 
lial transfer as a recessive gene resulting in improper 
development of bone in the joint and a shallow 
acetabular fossa. 


Diagnosis of this problem requires careful evalu- 


ation of the animal's past history; close observation 
of the dog's gait; and a good X-ray diagnosis by your 
veterinarian. Although symptoms may seem obvious, 
professional diagnosis is not easy. Often a dog show- 
ing severe dysplastic symptoms will be negative on 
the X-ray or an apparently normal animal will show 
no lameness or irregular gait yet be extremely ab- 
normal in bone structure. Here professional advice 
is definitely needed. 


I would advise German Shepherd breeders who 


may be suspicious of hip lameness to have their dams 
and sires X-rayed so that the presence of hip dys- 
plasia can be detected. Symptoms may appear in pups 
as early as four months but X-ray should not be 
taken before six months of age since bone structure 
in the hips is too immature at an earlier age. Inflicted 
animals must not be used for breeding although 
many times these can make good pets and live a 
moderate lifespan. Some of these pups will improve 
with good housing and proper vitamin-mineral sup- 
plement but still tend to be predisposed to arthritis, 
pain and posterior lameness when older. 


Prosthetic joints are available for repairing hip 


joints and are made of plastic or Vitallium alloy. 
These can be used in certain fracture cases but are 
impractical and not indicated in dysplastic dogs. 


Seeks Advice

picions of Hip Dispiasia in our nice German Shepherd 
pup. Rache. As an outcome of our discussion they 
contributed this concisi1 outline of the curse for our 
column. 


Dr. Tromley's relatively new confrere is a very 


pleasant person to know and most competent in 
things medical. Now nicely settled down in Appleton, 
he is married and boasts four children, three of 
whom are in school. With a Bachelor in Chemistry 
and two-year Army hitch behind him, he went on to 
graduate in veterinary medicine at the University of 
Minnesota. 


While at the college, he participated in a research 


project on this problem of Congenital Hip Displasia. 
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Does s/t?0 Doesn't she'.' Only the X-ray knows.

The good gardener is a careful per- 
son, who will handle his tools carefully and keep 
them in condition for long years of service.

Feeding birds through the winter months has 


been accepted for many years as the humane and 
kindly thing to do. Suet, seeds and scraps are set out 
regularly in feeders or on the ground in cities and 
towns and around farm homes. There are some peo- 
ple who feed birds not only in winter, but through 
the whole year. 


To most of us, providing food for birds appears 


to be an altogether beneficial act. In recent years, 
however, there have been hints from ornithologists 
and scientists suggesting that feeding birds is not 
always wise. 


Perhaps some of you heard the ornithologist re- 


cently on a TV program who was asked whether this 
wasn't the time to start the bird feeding program. 
He hesitated for a few seconds before answering. 
"It will give the people who do the feeding a great 
deal of pleasure," was, his answer. 


He said nothing about the benefits of the birds, 


and this may have shocked some listeners. Why-didn't 
he enlarge on the fact that many birds are saved from 
starvation in cold and snowy weather, they may have 
wondered. 


Killed by Kindness 


The scientists who are wondering about the wis- 


dom of indiscriminate feeding might answer that'just 
as many birds die because of our kindness. Here are 
some of the arguments they put forth: 


Many winter birds come to depend on hand-outs 


instead of looking for natural food. They lose their 
native ability to be on their own. Large concentra- 
tions of birds in one spot tend to increase disease 
and parasites in the flocks. This may cause epidemics, 
in which many birds might die. 


Another point made by these scientists is that it 


is natural and beneficial that winter should take its 
toll, especially of weak and diseased birds (or other 
wildlife). This helps to keep the population of each 
species in balance. 


In two of the last three winter seasons we've had 


"invasions" of evening grosbeaks. Flocks of 25 to 100 
or more have fed at feeders in a single householder's 
yard. Sunflower seeds by the bushel are sometimes 
necessary for a single day's feeding. They will eat 
other seeds too if they have nothing else, but the de- 
lighted hosts of these birds are apt to pamper their 
tastes.

Selecting That 
Electronic Kit 
Quite a Problem 


NEW YORK 'AP.—What to buy the electronic 


k't biulder foi Christmas, can be quite a problem for 
the person who does not understand electronics and 
does not care to learn the inner workings ot a higti- 


fiuehty system 


Some of the kits offered for the high-fidelity en- 


thusiast include the following: F.M tuners, amplifiers, 
preamplifiers, tone arms, home recording systems 
and speaker systems. With the latter the kit builder 
assembles and finishes the speaker cabinet and then 
installs the speaker system 


Kits will also vary from the raw-material type to 


the almost completely factory-finished component kit 
in which most of the connecting and assembling is 
done beforehand in various units which are then in- 
terconnected by the kit builder. 


Price Range 


The price range for high fidelity and other kits 


can range from a few dollars to several hundred. 


One manufacturer I Harmon-Kardon) is offering a de- 
luxe all-transistor preamplifier kit for the serious 
home music system fan selling for S250. Perhaps it 
would be best to inquire of the kit-builder before- 
hand just what unit is most desirable. 


A representative group of high fidelity kits now 


being offered would include kits by Allied Radio, 
Heath Company. Harmon-Kardon, H H. Scott. Fisher 
Radio and Dynaco These units include FM tuners. 
amplifiers. Combinations which include FM-AM ra- 
dios, preamplifiers and amplifiers all in one chassis 
are also available. 


Generally speaking, a low-priced FM tuner should 


be used only for metropolitan reception and not ex- 
pected to perform as well as the higher-priced units 
in long-distance use. 


Individual units consisting of a preamplifier, am- 


plifier and separate tuners are usually preferred to 
the combination unit The price of the individual 
units will average more than the combination unit, 
however. 


Large Selection 


Kit builders have a large group of electronic kits 


to choose from, besides high fidelity equipment' elec- 
tronic science kits, amateur radio operator equip- 
ment and general purpose electronic kits which in- 
clude intercom system, public address amplifiers and 
equipment for boats, cars and other hobbies. 


Generally speaking, the cost of equipment built 


from kit form "as compared with the finished product 
v/ili reduce the cost of the unit trom 20 to 49 per 
cent. 


Most manufacturers provide service on a nominal 


bask- to put the kit in working order if the builder 
experiences any difficulty. 


For the novice or beginner, one advantage is the 


information gained from the manual which accom- 
panies the kit Most manuals discuss and explain the 
function of the various pieces and give an outline of 
how the circuit functions

Learn How to Count

In the Right Manner 


Most bridge players count the wrong way. , 


They count what has been played and then see 


what's left. For example, the average player draws 
(wo rounds of trumps and says to himself: "That's 8 
i! umps gone I still have 4 trumps in dummy and my 
own hand, so there's one trump still out.' 


That is all very natural and logical, but it's wrong 


way to count, 


The expert doesn't try to count what's left. He 


reconstructs each oppononent's original hand. 


When the expert draws two rounds of trumps, he 


says to himself: "The 5 missing trumps were orig- 
inally divided 3-2." 


He knows, of course, that only 4 of the missing 


trumps have been played. But Ihis is only an unim- 
portant brush stroke. The expert is trying to build 
up a picture of each opponent's entire hand. 


How It Works 


Let's suppose you're playing a hand at four spades. 


The opening heart lead looks suspiciously like a sin- 
gleton, but you're not quite sure. You draw trumps, 
discovering that the opening leatler had three of 
them to start with. 


Now you test the hearts, discovering that your 


suspicion was correct. The lead was indeed a single- 
ton. You play some diamonds, discovering that the 
opening leader started with only two diamonds. 


If you were counting the non-expert way you 


would know how many cards were out in each suit, 
but you wouldn't know where they were. You cer- 
tainly wouldn't know any more about the clubs thant 
you knew at the beginning of the play. 


The expert knows that the opening leader stalled

with exactly seven clubs The leader had only one 
heart only two diamonds and three trumps to begin 
with. The seven remaining cards in his onginal hand 
were clubs. 


This kind of information may be all you need to 


play the clubs to best advantage. 


When you've painted the outline of an opponent's 


hand, you may be able to fill in details by thinking 


of the bidding. For example, when you discover that 
the leader started with seven clubs and then recall 
that he never bid you may conclude that all of his 
clubs are quite small. You may quite reasonably 
come to the conclusion that the other opponent has 
the singleton king of clubs or something ot that sort. 


This kind of inspired guess is actually ]ust logic. 


It is not available to you if you count the inexpert 
way. 


Keeping an Open Mind 


You cannot always reconstruct an opponent's hand 


in complete detail during the early part of the piay. 
It's advisable to make assumptions about what you 
don't know, but keep an open mind Be ready to 
change your assumptions il the evidence points In 
the other direction. 


When this hand \\as played in a recent rubber 


bridge game. South ruffed 'he second club, led a 
trump to the ace. and rulfed another low club. 


This was the first disappointment, since the ace 


of clubs had not dropped. South next tried for two 
diamond tricks by leading a diamond toward dummy. 


South was disappointed again \\hcn East produced 


the ace of diamonds to capture dumim's king. If 
West had held the ace of diamonds, dummy would 
have contributed two diamond tricks instead of only 
one. 


Ea^t returned the jack of diamonds to dummy's 


queen South rufied a low diamond, led a tuimp to 
dummy and ruffed dummy's last club. This left de- 
clarer with one trump and three hearts both! n his 
own hand and in dummy. 


Leads Heart 


South now led a low heart toward dummy, ex- 


pecting to put up the queen if West played low. 


Declarer had been reconstructing East's original 


hand and had discovered that East had started with 
A-J-10 of diamonds and ace of clubs. If East had also 
started with the king of hearts, he might have given 
some thought to bidding. 


Actually. East had passed like a shot over the 


opening bid of one "notrump. Cue him credit lor 
quick thinking and good concealment of his \alues. 
As a result. South assumed that West held the king 
of hearts. 


But when South led the low heart West played 


the jack and declarer changed his mind. West sim- 
i;3y wasn't tricky enough to play the jack of heaits 
from a •holding of K-.J-x or even irora J-x-x. South 
v.as surprised, but he came to the right conclusion 
about West's holding in hearts. 


Thanks to his preliminary play declarer was ready 


Jo meet the surprise. He played low from dummy, al- 
lowing West to win the trick with the jack of hearts. 


West returned the six of hearts next, and declarer 


p]a\Kl the nine from dummy. This trapped East's 
king allowing South to make the game contiact.
